Former city sex 
worker calls new 
bill ‘disastrous’ 


Bill C-36 hearing. 

Advocate fears it will 
lead to more harm than 
current 'appalling' laws

A former Edmonton sex 
worker told a House of Com¬ 
mons hearing Wednesday 
that proposed prostitution 
laws have a long way to go be¬ 
fore they can help sex work¬ 
ers across the country. 

Elizabeth Dussault — who 
spoke as part of Prostitutes 
Involved, Empowered, Co¬ 
gent Edmonton (PIECE) via 
video conference — said the 
bill needs more research so 
that sex workers can get “the 
respect they deserve.” 

“What will come if this 
bill passes will be disastrous 


and dangerous, further un¬ 
leashing opportunities for 
fear, abuse, neglect, increased 
exploitation and, of course, 
more death,” she said. 

Fired from her two jobs at 
brothels and her lifeguarding 
job for “being an advocate,” 
Dussault said the bill will fur¬ 
ther force individuals in the 
sex trade to hide. 

Dussault had been a local 
sex worker for almost five 
years after starting in the in- 
dustiy in Australia. 

“Coming from Australia to 
Canada and seeing the differ¬ 
ences, the current laws here 
are appalling, and to know it 
can get even worse makes me 
sick to my stomach,” she said. 

For the most part, the bill 
treats prostitutes as victims 
and shields them from pros¬ 
ecution. A portion of the bill, 
however, makes prostitution 
illegal if it’s carried out in a 
public place where children 
could be. 


Why new laws? 


The federal government 
introduced the bill after the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
struck down the country’s 
prostitution law as uncon¬ 
stitutional last year. 


A provision of the bill 
that still criminalizes prosti¬ 
tutes in some circumstances 
is a violation of the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms, as 
well as international human- 
rights obligations, said law¬ 
yer Gunilla Ekberg on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

“i would argue that is un¬ 
constitutional because it tar¬ 
gets those who are victims of 
... a human-rights violation 
but also a crime,” Ekberg told 
the House of Commons jus¬ 
tice committee via video link 
from Denmark.

Anti-tobacco activists are 
accusing the province of 
“dragging its heels” and de¬ 
laying the implementation 
of tobacco-reduction laws 
almost eight months after 
the bill was first past. 

Les Hagen, executive dir¬ 
ector of Action on Smoking 
and Health, said the group 
is concerned the bill won’t 
be proclaimed before the 
next election. 

“There are lots of bills 
that have ended up in the 
graveyard,” said Hagen. 

Passed in November 
2013, Bill 206, the Tobacco 
Reduction Amendment 
Act, and Bill 33 set out to 
ban flavoured tobacco and 
institute laws against both 
water pipes and smoking in 
cars with children. 

Both bills were recently 
named in Alberta Health’s 
annual report, which listed 
them under the depart¬ 
ment’s yearly goals. 

Hagen said the bills are 
far from being an achieve¬ 
ment for the ministiy. 

“This is an usually long 
delay,” Hagen said. “We’re 
veiy worried that these 
bills might not be ftiUy 
proclaimed before we have 
a change of guard.” 

According to Matthew 
Grant, spokesperson for the 
health minister, the min- 
istiy has had “quite an ag¬ 
gressive legislative agenda” 
recently and the regulations 
for the legislation are being 
developed.

Police cast ‘wider net’ in search for missing trio 


Police fanned out to a Calgary 
landfill Wednesday and urged 
rural landovmers to check for 
anything suspicious on their 
property as the search for a mis¬ 
sing Calgary boy and his grand¬ 
parents continued. 

It also seemed likely that the 
only publicly identified “person 
of interest” in the disappear¬

yers with a fixed address. 

A team of seven pohce of¬ 
ficers journeyed to the SpyhiU 
Landfill, located just northwest 
of Calgaiy, and with long sticks 
began poking through dis¬ 
carded items. 

Police spokesperson Emma 
Poole said such a search was 
routine in a missing-persons 
case and it was likely other 


landfills would be scoured as 
well. 

“They’re attempting to cast 
a wider net,” Poole said of the 
officers’ actions. 

Earher in the day, police 
Chief Rick Hanson said the on¬ 
going case was “one where we 
can’t risk missing anything.” 

On Wednesday, Douglas 
Garland appeared in court via 
CCTV in relation to identity- 
theft charges. He hardly spoke 


but leaned forward to stare 
at a camera feed of the judge 
multiple times, claiming he suf 
fered from “bad eyesight.” 

Indications from both 
Crovm prosecutor Shane Par¬ 
ker and defence lawyer Kim 
Ross were that Garland would 
be let out on bail Friday if he 
provided a fixed address.

The advisory released 
Wednesday from Alberta 
Health Services cautioned 
lake users to avoid drink¬ 
ing, wading and swim¬ 
ming in the water, and 
also to stay away from any 
blue-green algae along the 
shoreline. 

After moving to the area 
four years ago. Madden said 
she hasn’t had any prob¬ 
lems swimming in the lake 
when an advisory was in 
effect. 

“We’re used to it now,” 
Madden said. “They released 
it every year since we’ve 
lived out here.” 

While Madden said 
she tries to limit her time 
in the water and always 
showers immediately after 
she returns home from a 
swim, she has yet to have a 
problem. 

“As locals, it’s kind of 
nice because it keeps a lot 
of people off the water,” she 
said. 

According to AHS, blue- 
green algae can lead to 
serious illness to animals 
and humans who come in 
contact with it or the water 
it lives in. 

“The concern we have 
with blue-green algae is 
a lot of it can produce a 
toxin,” said Edmonton Zone 
Medical Officer of Health 
Ghristopher Sikora. 

The province also 
released a blue-green algae 
advisory for Goal Lake.

Gurrently, the facihty is 
housing 143 dogs and puppies 
and 439 cats and kittens. 

“We’ve seen an abnormal 
trend upwards in a lot more 
owner surrenders.

Police said Tichelman did 
not provide first aid or call 
emergency authorities as 
the man, identified as For¬ 
rest Timothy Hayes, suffered 
medical complications and 



went unconscious during the 
November overdose aboard 
his 50-foot yacht. Escape. His 
body was discovered the next 
morning by the boat’s cap¬ 
tain, police said.

Neoguri, which hit Oki¬ 
nawa on Tuesday at typhoon 
strength, was downgraded to a 
tropical storm Wednesday. 

In central Japan, rainfall 
elevated by the storm caused 
floods and landsfides, killing 
two people. In Fukushima, 
an 83-year-old man fell into a 
swollen river and died, while a 
landslide hit a town in Nagano 
prefecture, killing a 12-year- 
old boy, according to Japanese 
media reports. 

The torrents of rainfall 
could trigger more landslides 
and floods, and much of east¬ 
ern Japan was at risk of light¬ 
ning and tornadoes. 

The Okinawan government 
raised the injuiy toll to 32 on 
Wednesday, saying two were in 
serious condition.

50 bodies dumped 
south ofBaghdad 

Iraqi officials discovered 50 
bodies, many of them blind¬ 
folded and with their hands 
bound, in an agricultural 
area outside a city south 
of Baghdad on Wednesday, 
raising concerns over a pos¬ 
sible sectarian killing amid 
the battle against a Sunni 
insurgency. 

The bodies, all of them 


with gunshot wounds, were 
found in the predominantly 
Shiite village of Khamissiya 
outside the city of Hillah, 
located some 95 kilometres 
south of Baghdad. 

The dead were all men 
between the ages of 25 and 
40, and it appeared they 
had been killed a few days 
earlier and then dumped in 
the remote area. Most had 
bullet wounds in either the 
head or the chest.

Israel hits

Israel stepped up its offensive 
on the Hamas-run Gaza Strip 
on Wednesday, pummeling 
scores of targets and killing 
at least 22 people. 

The military said it struck 
about 200 Hamas targets on 
the second day of its offen¬ 
sive. Militants, however, con¬ 
tinued to fire rocket salvos 
deep into Israeli territoiy, and 
Israel mobilized thousands of 
forces along the Gaza border 
ahead of a possible ground 
operation. 

The fighting stepped up as 
Egypt, which often serves as a 
mediator between Israel and 
the Palestinians, said it was 
in contact with both sides 
to end the violence. It was 
the first indication since the 
offensive was launched on 
Tuesday that ceasefire efforts 
might be under way.

Rocket strikes 


The increasing range of 
the rockets from Gaza has 
disrupted life across a wide 
swath of southern and 
central Israel, where people 
have been forced to remain 
close to home and kinder¬ 
gartens and summer camps 
have been forced to close. 


• Besides firing toward 
Israel's two largest 
population centres in 
Tel Aviv and Jerusalem, 
Hamas also fired one 
rocket that reached the 
northern Israeli city of 
Hadera for the first time, 
effectively putting the 
entire country under 
rocket range from the 
north and south. The city 
was struck in 2006 by 
missiles from Hezbollah 
guerrillas in Lebanon. 


Steinitz, Israel’s intelligence 
minister, told Israel Radio. “If 
you ask my humble opinion, 
a significant operation like 
this is approaching.” 

Since the offensive began 
Tuesday, Israel has attacked 
at least 560 sites in Gaza, the 
military said. Militants have 
fired more than 160 rockets 
at Israel.

Canadian study. 

Shows people living 
in areas with more 
fast-food joints have 
higher BMIs 


A new study suggest neigh¬ 
bourhoods with a high num¬ 
ber of fast-food restaurants 
are no place for the weight 
conscious. 

The research reveals that 
the average body mass index 
of Canadians living in areas 
with a high density of fast- 
food outlets is higher than 
the average BMl of people 
who live in neighbourhoods 
with more full-service restau¬ 
rants. 

The study was conducted 
by scientists at the Univer¬ 
sity of Western Ontario, in 
London, and published in the 
Canadian Journal of Public 
Health. 

Some earlier studies done 


in the United States have re¬ 
vealed similar findings, but 
the authors say this paper is 
the first to show the possible 
link in the Canadian context. 

The study mapped areas 
across the countiy, compar¬ 
ing the average BMl of people 
in particular locations to the 
density and type of restau¬ 
rants in those neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

A study of this type can¬ 
not prove cause and effect, 
so the researchers cannot say 
that living around fast-food 
restaurants is contributing to 
the higher weights of people 
in those areas. 

The authors suggest the 
information could be used 
to help frame public policy 
aimed at addressing the obes¬ 
ity epidemic. For example, 
municipal zoning bylaws 
could be put in place to regu¬ 
late the number and density 
of fast-food restaurants in 
neighbourhoods or even ban 
them outright in some areas, 
they suggest, the Canadian press

When artistic director Mari¬ 
anne Copithorne was plan¬ 
ning this year’s Freewill 
Shakespeare Festival, she 
knew Mary Hulbert would 
be perfect for the leading 
lady role of Katherine in The 
Taming of the Shrew. “I was 
looking for an actress who 
possessed spirit, guts and 
fearlessness,” she says. 

“Once Mary came to 
mind, 1 didn’t need to look 
further. I knew she would 
be a great match for actor 
James MacDonald, who plays 
Petruchio, because he pos¬ 
sesses those same qualities 
in performing Shakespeare.” 

In fact, Copithorne was 
so confident in casting Hul¬ 
bert as Katherine that she 
didn’t need to audition for 
the part. Hulbert recalls be¬ 
ing pleasantly surprised by 
a mid-afternoon phone call 
inviting her to “come play in 
the park.” 

To portray the com¬ 
plexities of her character, 
Hulbert says she turned to 
YouTube for inspiration. “1 
watched the scene from Bat¬ 
man where Jack Nicholson 
destroys the museum pieces 
as the Joker. I channel that 
energy for the scene where 1 
argue with my sister.” 

It wasn’t that long ago 
Hulbert was a student of 
her craft. Having graduated 
only a few years ago, Hulbert 
credits an overseas trip with 



giving her an untameable 
perspective on her life’s pur¬ 
pose. “1 was able to get very 
introspective and discover 
what I really wanted to do. 

“I feel very grateful and 
blessed to be able to come 
this far over the last few 
years and be invited to play 
Katherine,” she says, noting 
that pre-performance jitters 
aren’t an issue for the bud¬ 
ding actress. 

“I remind myself I have 


been blessed with a gift to 
share. I don’t have a spirit 
of fear; that wasn’t given to 
me. It’s love, power and self- 
control. Most people who 
come aren’t there to see you 
fail, they want to see you suc¬ 
ceed.” 

Hulbert takes the stage 
from July 9-27 in the Myer 
Horowitz Theatre at the 
University of Alberta (8900- 
114 St.) to perform in one 
of Shakespeare’s most ac¬ 


claimed and entertaining 
plays. The Taming of the 
Shrew follows the head¬ 
strong Katherine, who has a 
stormy outlook on men and 
romance. Resigned to the 
obvious affection men have 
for her sister, Katherine de¬ 
velops an unapologetic fiery, 
witty and infectious defence 
mechanism. That is, until a 
certain suitor comes to town 
determined to tame the 
shrew through marriage.

one that would feel hke an 
American show to Swedes and 
hke a quirky Swedish show to 
Americans. 

The hrst part worked. 
Poehler made the show primar¬ 
ily in Stockholm with Swedish 
actors for Swedish television, 
and the 10-episode season was 
considered a hit when it aired 
starting in March. 

NBG had expressed interest 


in the idea prior to the series 
being made, but didn’t agree 
to schedule it until after the 
full season successfully aired 
in Sweden. No matter what 
happens this summer on NBG, 
success in Sweden ensures a 
second season will be made. 

The premiere features 
Poehler’s sister as a self-ab¬

Monkey see, monkey 

do. Planet of the Apes 
motion capture man 
talks about living 
the ape life 


Teny Notaiy is Hollywood’s hu¬ 
man shape-shifter. In a blink, 
he can become an elf, an ape 
or almost any other moving 
creature. 

An expert in motion-capture 
performance, he specializes 
in bringing non-human char¬ 
acters to life on screen. He’s 
played goblins in The Hobbit, 
a Vidio in How the Grinch Stole 
Christmas and a winged, drag- 
on-hke banshee in Avatar. 

In Davm of the Planet of the 
Apes, opening Friday, Notaiy 
plays more than 100 primates. 
He also taught the film’s stars 
and stuntmen how to ‘ape’. 

“He’s bice an ape Zen mas¬ 
ter,” said director Matt Reeves. 
“He fives in eveiy frame that 
has an ape in it.” 

Notaiy demonstrated his 
technique during a recent visit 
to the Hollywood dance studio 


he uses to prepare for films. 
The compact, muscular father 
of four visibly transforms as he 
describes how apes are gut-driv¬ 
en and grounded. His stomach 
softens, his neck and shoulders 
slouch, his lower jaw protrudes. 
His eyelids drop slightly as his 
eyes take on a present yet far¬ 
away quality. 

He grunts and howls before 


springing from his chair and 
breaking into a quadruped run. 
He boimces around the empty 
studio on all fours, with “arm 
extensions” he developed al¬ 
lowing him to mimic apefike 
movements. He stops suddenly, 
as though he’s spotted a threat, 
and becomes even more ani¬ 
mated, emitting loud wails of 
distress. 


Then he’s back to being 
human again to talk about 
the process. Notaiy aspired to 
compete in the Olympics while 
training as a gymnast at UCLA 
but then found work with 
Cirque du Soleil after graduat¬ 
ing with a theatre degree. He 
came to Hollywood as a stunt¬ 
man and from there, developed 
into a sought-after movement

coach for motion-capture shots, 
where actors are wired and 
their movements captured elec¬ 
tronically for the building of 
computer-generated imageiy. 

He created the lithe, long- 
limbed motions of the Na’vi in 
Avatar, taught the Silver Surfer 
how to ride in Fantastic 4: Rise 
of the Silver Surfer and went 
ape in three films, starting with 
Tim Burton’s Planet of the Apes 
in 2001. (He performed stunts 
in all as well.) “I’m a good ob¬ 
server of movement and be¬ 
haviour,” the 45-year-oId said. 
“That’s what my talent is, I 
think.” 

He begins with an image 
of the character. For imagin- 
aiy creatures, he might picture 
objects from nature. When 
conceptualizing the Na’vi, for 
example, he thought of reeds 


swaying underwater, gracefully 
at ease with the energy around 
them. For a goblin, he thought 
of a piece of crumpled tin foil. 

“If you throw it, it has hard 
edges,” he said. “It’s not going 
to be predictable. It’s going to 
be edgy and sharp and not have 
any root.” 

To develop ape expertise. 
Notary himg out with a couple 
of chimps and spent a lot of 
time watching primates at the 
zoo, videotaping and studying 
their behaviour. “I just took 
eveiy little video I could and 
dissected it into moments,” he 
said. “And I just always watched 
the videos as though I was 
watching a person in an ape 
suit, playing an ape. It made me 
realize ... it’s all in the subtle¬ 
ties.” 

Notaiy had six weeks to put 
the actors and stuntmen star¬ 
ring in Davm of the Planet of 
the Apes through his ape train¬ 
ing. The first step? Shed precon¬ 
ceptions and human condition¬ 
ing and just “be.” “It’s not about 
doing anything, it’s about un¬ 
doing,” he said. “If you can start 
to get back to the base, neutral 
animal that we are, you’re an

For director Bong Joon-ho’s 
dizzying science fiction 
spectacle Snowpiercer, cha-

It’s actually a 
private joke — which is now 
no longer private at all — for 
my brothers because they are 
the three people on the plan¬ 
et who are going to be most 
amused by Mason for a very 
particular reason, which is 
that we knew somebody who 
spoke exactly like that when 
we were little.

Thatcher came into power, 
so my generation of people 
from the U.K. have had it up 
to here with what we call 
that nanny state. And she 
definitely went for that look, 
that condescending “you 
don’t know what you want 
so I’d better whip you into 
shape” — which I, having 
been brought up largely by a 
Yorkshire woman, I know is 
a sort of cultural trope from 
that part of the world. 

She does have a fair amount 
of Thatcher in her, doesn’t 
she? 

Ah, that’s another interesting 
thing, Ned, and this is a little 


wordplay association thing. 

A mason is somebody who 
plays an important part in 
building a house, and another 
person who plays an import¬ 
ant part in building a house 
is a Thatcher. (It’s Thatcher) 
mixed in with all the rest 
of the gang — with Silvio 
Berlusconi, with Gaddafi, 
with Adolf Hitler, with people 
in North Korea and maybe 
even a little bit of bombast 
from the United States.

A reader asks: I am moving 
into a tiny condo and need 
occasional dining space that 
will seat 2-3 people. What 
are my options? 

I suggest creating a multi¬ 
purpose area instead of dedi¬ 
cating space to a dining room 
that will rarely be used. 

This will allow your dining 
space to do double or triple 
duty as a home office, an at¬ 
tractive display console or a 
storage area. 

With a desk or console sit¬ 
ting against the wall, you can 
forgo hanging a light fixture 
and free up the centre of the 
room by not having to float 
a table in the middle of the 
space.

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A room of understated beauty 


Low-key luxe. Balance 
a subtle palette of 
neutral colours with 
a mix of rich textures 
and unique shapes 


Paint your walls a bold colour 
and friends will likely praise 
your creativity. Invest in a 
standout piece of furniture or 
striking work of art and your 
decorating is bound to earn 
compliments. But creating a 
noteworthy room with subtle, 
understated elegance is a bit 
more complicated. 

Understated style “rides 
the fine line between too 
sparse and too cold,” says de¬ 
signer Brian Patrick Flynn, 
creator of the FlynnsideOut 
design blog. “A lack of objects 
makes a room feel unfinished, 
and a lack of colour can also 
read of hfeless.” 

But finding the right, 
subtle balance can be worth 
it. Although bold decorating 
has been in the spotlight for a 
while, a more neutral room, if 
well-designed, “will never be¬ 
come tired,” Flynn says. 

“Eveiy once in a while, it’s 
nice to have a space that’s 
just simple and clean,” he 
says. 

How do you design a 
room that’s low-key and 
beautiful, not bland and bor¬ 
ing? 

Soften every surface 

Without warm, vibrant col¬ 
ours, you can create warmth 
in understated rooms by fill¬ 
ing them with soft, elegant 


materials that look and feel 
appeahng. 

“Think of a camel cash- 
mere sweater,” says designer 
Betsy Burnham of Burnham 
Design in Los Angeles. “It’s the 
simplest thing in the world,” 
but it’s timelessly beautiful 
and feels great. 

Materials hke cashmere, 
silk and “breathable fabrics 
such as linen or cotton blends” 
bring a sense of warmth and 
comfort, Flynn agrees. 

He also recommends wood 
surfaces softened by white¬ 
washing, smooth stone sur¬ 
faces, and “broadloom carpet 
that adds texture and softness 
underfoot.” 

Use natural and artificial 
hghting for a soft glow. Sheer 
curtains can maximize day- 
hght, while “in the evening, 
it’s about lamps,” says 
New York-based 
designer Jon

of Mr.

signs. Place lamps to evenly 
spread hght throughout the 
space, ehminating bright 
spots and dark shadows. 

Flynn also recommends 
dimmers to control hght pre¬ 
cisely. 

Compelling shapes 

In a subtle room without busy 
patterns or bold colours, find 
other ways to create inter¬ 
est, Call says. One strategy is 
using objects with interesting 
or intricate shapes that draw 
attention to workmanship and 
creativity. 

Burnham recently de¬ 
signed a bedroom with a 
large bed that featured 
beautiful wood 


carving, bringing some excite¬ 
ment to an otherwise subtle 
room. Flynn seeks out furni¬ 
ture with “interesting detail, 
such as fretwork or inlaid 
paneling.” 

Contrast and layer 

Monochrome doesn’t mean 
only one shade; mix a variety 
of tans, beiges and creams into 
a neutral room. 

“1 usually add several 
shades and tints of the same 
neutral tone throughout the 
space to give it depth,” Flynn 
says. 

Also use a variety of con¬ 
trasting textures. Silk will 
maximize

Like many Canadians, Scott 
Moore grew up in the suburbs. 

Summers in suburbia tend¬ 
ed to look like something out 
of a Canadian The flyer: The 
pesticide-green lawns were gi¬ 
gantic, the backyard fences tall 
and neighbours were close, but 
not too close. 

Then, also like many Can¬ 
adians, Moore grew up and fled 
the outskirts for the core. 

A whopping one in eight 
households now live in a con¬ 
do, according to Statistics Can¬ 
ada. There are concrete slabs 
and frosted glass. Neighbours 
are above, below, beside and 
across from each other — they 
are veiy, veiy close. 

“Tm out here eveiy day,” 
says Moore of his balcony. He 
moved into his 14th-floor con¬ 
do just in time for warm weath¬ 
er. “1 barbecue and sociahze out 
here. It feels like Tm not even 
in downtown Toronto.” 

There are reminders the 
38-year-old lives in Canada’s 
condo capital, though. 

Ann McConvey, his next- 
door neighbour and fellow ex¬ 
suburbanite, poked her head 
around the glass balcony bar¬ 
rier before he even officially 
moved in and said hi. 

After a brutal winter, Mc¬ 
Convey, 44, her equally bub¬ 
bly hubby, Brian, 51, and their 
sheltie, Fergus, 3, also soak up 
the sun on their Liberty Village 
balcony most days. 

In a big city, relations be¬ 
tween condo dwellers are not 
usually as warm as they are 
between the McConveys and 
Moore. Metro talked to an eti¬ 
quette expert, who offered 
some tips to making sure it’s 
only the humidity creating 
sticky situations on your bal¬ 
cony this siunmer.

Nightmare neighbours 


Cities and condos have bylaws 
to regulate balcony behaviour, 
but enforcing those rules costs 
time and money.

• In Vancouver, a vegetable 
magnate installed a hot 
tub, big-screen TV, and two 
speakers on his condo's 
large deck and balcony in 
2010.

The 
case eventually made it to 
the Supreme Court of British 
Columbia. The party animal 
fought for his right to party, 
and lost. In 2012, the judge

• In Toronto, a different kind 
of animal led to a neighbour 
war. The owner of a York¬ 
shire terrier would let the 
dog “relieve itself from time 
to time” on her second-floor 
condo balcony. The urine 
frequently dripped down 
to the first floor below. The 
neighbour complained. The 
case wound its way up to 
the Ontario Superior Court 
in 2011. The judge ruled 
the dog had to be removed 
from the unit permanently 
and the owner was ordered 
to pay $1,384.25 in cleaning 
fees and $806.65 in legal 
costs. 


Sugar catches more flies 
than vinegar 

Don’t sweat dishing some dirt 
with your girls or hosting a 
dinner party outside. You can 
even play a few summer jams 
on your balcony so long as you 
keep the volume levels reason¬ 
able, says Cleveland. 

“That’s with a caveat,” she 
notes. “Hopefully you and 


your neighbours have a similar 
taste in music, or it could go 
sideways fast.” 

If your neighbours are blast¬ 
ing Biyan Adams’ Summer of 
’69 on repeat and you fear you 
may hurl their iPad off the bal¬ 
cony — knock on their door. 

Cleveland advises asking 
noisy neighbours nicely, calmly 
and directly to keep it down.

World Cup final set. 

La Albiceleste to take 
on Germany after 
winning semifinal 
match on penalty kicks 


The World Cup’s second semi¬ 
final was supposed to put the 
silky skills of Lionel Messi and 
Arjen Robben in the spotlight. 
Instead, a goalkeeper and two 
rock-sohd defences stole the 
show. 

Argentina goahe Sergio 
Romero saved two penalties 
Wednesday to send Argen¬ 
tina into the World Cup final 
with a 4-2 shootout win over 
the Netherlands after tough 
defending and a lack of cre¬ 
ative spark from either team 
consigned the match to a 0-0 
stalemate. 

In a twist of fate, Romero 
credited Netherlands coach 
Louis van Gaal with helping 
launch his career when he 
arrived as an inexperienced 
youngster at AZ Alkmaar in 
the Dutch league.

“1 will be forever grateful 
to the coach for helping me 
out in a countiy that is so dif¬ 
ferent from ours,” Romero 
said. 

A day after Germany lit up 
the World Cup with its clinical 
7-1 destruction of host Brazil, 
the Dutch and Argentines 
could not manage a goal be¬ 
tween them in 120 minutes 
before the shootout. 

Messi, widely regarded as 
one of the greatest players 
of all time, will have to play 
far better in Sunday’s final at 
Rio de Janeiro’s Maracana Sta¬ 
dium if he is to engineer a win 
over the powerfirl German 
team. The Barcelona star was 
muted throughout the match 
and extra time, rarely manag¬ 
ing to shake off his markers.
